A number of Italians, 
about a dozen in all, arrived in the city 
y esterday afternoon and last night, look ­ 
ing for work . A committee of the strik ­ 
ers waited upon them immediately , and 
informed them as to the situation of af­ 
fairs, from their point of view. The 
Dagos, however, went to the west end 
this morning, where the ditch digging 
was commenced, but when told what 
w ag^ would be paid they refused to go 
to work , and after a few minutes wait, 
turned and marched up town. 
There 
were a number of the strik ers present at 
the time, who seemed to enjoy ed the 
action of the Italians. 
The strik e is developing some q ueer 
things. 
Some of the men are anx ious to 
go to work , but they fear there will be 
trouble if they do so. Yesterday an old 
gray bearded man marched down with 
the gang in the morning, carry ing his din­ 
ner pail, and when the men refused to go 
to work he seemed much disappointed, 
and when the gang left he refused to fol­ 
low, and remained in the neighborhood 
all morning and until one o’clock , hoping, 
as he said, that work would be commenced 
during the day . But he was disappoint­ 
ed. 
To several he stated that he was 
anx ious to work , and preferred to find 
something to do here, rather than be com­ 
pelled to go from home.”

o f the checkers, and o thers who so wo rk 
carries with it mo re o r less skill and pro ­ 
ficiency, all tho way fro m $5 to £1."» per 
mo nth, an l pro mising to take all tho strikers 
back if tho y wo u'.d return in a bo dy. 
Late » Saturday o vening, after having held 
o ut fo r a wo ek against the eight ho ur de­ 
mand o f tho men, the Malleable Iro n W o rks 
co mpany co ncluded to grant their request, 
and sent a pro po sitio n to tho co mmittee 
having the m atter in charge that tho wo rks 
wo uld o pen Mo nday mo rning o n tho eight- 
ho ur basis, with pay fo r nino ho urs. 
A W 
per e nt, increase o n qll piecewo rk was also 
allo wed. 
Tho 103 emplo yes held a meeting 
in their hall, o n the co rner o f Twenty-Hint 
and Hinman street« Sunday afterno o n, and 
accepted the o ffer. 
The po lice are appro - 
hensivo o f tro uble in tho so uthwestern dis­ 
trict. 
Two lumber yards and o ne planing 
mill will bo o pened to tho se o f the strikers 
who wish to return to wo rk o n the o ld scale

There was almo st a rio t at Fo urtieth 
street Sunday afterno o n. 
An 
impo rted 
switchman went do wn to unlo ck the switch, 
and was greeted by cries o f “Scab!” “Hang 
him!” by a cro wd o f o yer 1,003 which had 
co llected. 
The switchman then threw the 
switch, and seeing the evident purpo se o f 
the cro wd to attack him if they go t a 
chance, drew bis revo lver fro m his hip po cket 
and put it in his co at po cket This made the 
cro wd madder than evo r, and the po lice had 
to charge several times to drive it back. 
Haring this tncelee a car link was thro wn 
and an impo rted switchman was kno cked 
do wn with it. 
After do ing that they went 
fo r the “scabs’* started back up the line and 
were fo llo wed l» y the cro wd, which o ver­ 
to o k them befo re the po lice co uld co me up. 
One o f tho “scabs” was kno cked do wn and 
fully 5C0 o f the rio ters attempted to kick 
him o s he lay o n the gro und. 
Ro undsman Keliher dashed tbs cro wd 
aside and seized tho man just as ho dro w his 
revo lver. 
The “scab,” seeing tho man in 
citizens clo thes bending o ver him, to o k him 
fo r a striker and fired po int blank at him. 
The bullet missed Keliher, who grabbed him 
as ho sho t a seco nd time and disarmed him. 
The “scab,” bleeding fro m an ugly wo und 
o v$p tho right eye, suppo sed to be mado by 
tho seco nd bullet he himself had liivd, was 
carried into a switch shanty, which tho 
cro wd surro unded, yelling, ‘ Hang him! 
Hang him!" Captain Markey, with a squad 
o f men, appeared fro m the Csntral statio n, 
and, gaining tho switch shanty, fo und the 
yelling mo b and stated plainly that ha 
did no t want to sho d Mo o d, but if tho mo b 
wanted blo o d tho y might havo it.

W a s h in g to n , C ity , May 10.—The presi­ 
dent sent two private pension bill vetoes to 
the house Saturday, and In hie messages 
gave his opinion of tho practice of the house 
in such matters in the (following language; 
“ I return without my approval bouse bill 
No. 147, entitled an act increasing the pen­ 
sion of Andrew J . Hill. 
This bill doubles 
the pension which the person named therein 
has been receiving for a number of year« . 
It appears from the report of the committee 
to which the bill was referred that the claim 
made by him for increased pension has been 
lately rejected 
by 
the pension 
bureau 
on 
tho 
ground 
that 
the 
claim 
is 
now 
receiving 
a 
pension 
com­ 
mensurate 
with 
the 
degree of disa­ 
bility found to ex ist 
The policy of fre­ 
quently roversing by special enactment the 
decisions of the bureau invested by law with 
the ex amination of pension claims, fully 
equipped 
for such ex amination, and which 
ought not to be suspected of any lack of 
liberality to our veteran soldiers is ex ceed­ 
ingly quostionabla 
It may well be doubted 
if a committee of congress has a better op­ 
portunity than such agency to judge of the 
merits of his claim. 
If, however, there is 
any lack of power 
in tho pension bureau 
for a full investigation 
it should be sup­ 
plied. 
If tho system adopted is inadequate 
to do full justice to claimants, it should 
be corrected, 
and 
if 
there 
is 
a 
want 
of sy mpathy 
and 
consideration 
for 
tho 
defenders 
of 
our 
govern­ 
ment, the bureau should be reorganized. 
Tho disposition 
to concede most generous 
treatment to the disabled, aged and needy 
among our veterans should not be restrained, 
and it must be admitted that in some cases 
justice and equity call not be attained with­ 
out the charitable tendencies of the govern­ 
ment in favor of worthy objects of its care. 
These conditions sometimes justify resort to 
special legislation, but I am convinoed that 
the interposition by special enactment in 
the granting of pensions should tie rare and 
ax ceptional. 
In the nature of things, if 
this is lightly done, and upon slight occa­ 
sion, an invitation is offered to the passage 
o t 
claims 
by 
congress, which, upon 
their 
merits, 
could 
not 
sur­ 
vive the test of an ex amination by tho pen- 
jion bureau, and whose only hope of suc- 
?ess depends more on sympathy often mis­ 
directed than upon right and justice. 
The 
Instrumentality devised by law for the 
determination of pension claims is thus 
overruled and discredited, and there is dan- 
jer that in the end popular prejudice will 
be created against those who are worthy 
snd entitled to the bounty of the govern­ 
ment. 
“There has lately been presents! to ma 
on the same day for approval nearly 240 
special bills, granting and increasing pen­ 
sions and restoring to the pension list the 
names of parties which for cause have been 
dropped. 
To aid ex ecutive 
duty they 
were referred to pension bureau for ex ­ 
amination and 
report 
After a delay 
absolutely necessary they have been re­ 
turned to me within a few hours of tho 
lim it constitutionally provided for the ex ­ 
ecutive action. 
Two hundred and thirty - 
two of the e bills are thus classified: Eighty - 
one cover cases in which favorable action 
by the pension bureau was denied by 
reason of the insufficiency of the testimony 
filed to provo the facts alleged.

I have approved on the assumption that the 
claims were meritorious and that, on the 
passage of the bill?, the government has 
waived full proof of the facts; twenty -six of 
the bills were to cover claims rejected by 
the pension bureau because the evidence

enlisted ; 
twenty -one 
cover claims which have been denied by 
such bureau, because the evidence tended to 
show that the disability , though contracted 
in the service, was not incurred in the line 
of duty ; thirty -three cover claims which 
have been denied because the evidence 
tendod to show that the disability originate*: 
after the soldier’s discharge from the arm y *, 
forty -seven cover claims which have been 
denied because the general pension laws 
contain no 
provision under which they 
could be allowed, and twenty -four claims 
have never been presented to the pension 
bureau. 
** I estimate the ex penditure involved in 
those bills at more than $35,000 annually . 
Though my conception of public duty leads 
me to the conclusion upon the slight ex am ­ 
ination which I have been able to give to 
such of these bills as are not embraced in the 
first class above mentioned, that many of 
ctiem should be disapproved. 
I am utterly 
u n a b le to submit within the timo allowed 
me for that purpose any objections to the 
same.

« lavs of Buchanan's administration, and Lane 
and I were elected to the senate. 
We came 
to Washington with a lot of Kansas fellows 
io see what the secessionists were doing, and 
were on the cars when wo heard that Fort 
Sumter was fired upon. 
FROM THE SECESSION CONVENTION. 
“But I am going to toll you a!» out Lee. 
I 
was keeping a dairy then, as I have ever 
since, and do now*. 
Only the other day I was 
reading it over, and it recalled to me that 
about the 16th or 17th of April, 1861, a com­ 
mittee of twelve men came up from the seces­ 
sion convention, then meeting at Richmond, 
and stopped at the hotel w*here I was. 
I used 
to circulate around among them, trying to 
find out what they were up to, and discov­ 
ered that they had come to sec Gen. Lee, who 
was over at Arlington. One afternoon, about 
4 o'clock, they started off in carriages, and a 
friend of mine and I got a buggy and fol­ 
lowed them. We joined the procession before 
it got to Arlington, and acted just as if wo 
were a part of their cr<» w*d. When w*e reached 
the old mansion Gen. L**»*, w ho was evidently 
not, ex pecting any callers, came out in his 
dressing gown and slipjiers, and I toll you ho 
was as noble-looking a man as ever I saw*. lie 
had been sent for by Gen. Scott, and came 
from California, you remember, to use his in­ 
fluence to prevent Virginia from going out 
of the Union, and while he had not made air,* I 
public declaration, people generally under ^ 
stood that he w*as opj» oscd to secession, so w*e ' 
watched what was going on w ith a great deal 
of interest. 
“The chairman presented the delegation to 
the general one by one, and when they had 
been introduced he began a sjieech, which I 
wrote down as nearly as I could remember it 
in my dairy that night. 
It was very nearly 
in these words: ‘Gen. Leo, we are authorized 
by the convention now* in session at Rich­ 
mond to convey to you an ex pression of their 
confidence and esteem, as one of the most dis­ 
tinguished citizens of Virginia, and to tender 
you the command of the troops that have 
been raised to protect the old state from th< 
peril which now* confronts her. 
We are en­ 
couraged by the belief that you, as a son of 
Virginia, will respond to her call and direct 
the m ilitary forces so as to prevent the in 
v as ion of her sacred soil. 
We know that 
large bodies of tijpops are Wing organized in 
the north for the coercion of our people, and 
they will lie resisted by every patriotic citi­ 
zen of the commonwealth. 
The convention 
at Richmond is waiting anx iously for our re­ 
turn with your answer, as your acceptance 
will r ’ve strength and encouragement to the 
oeopL» .’ 
CALL OF THE “ SOVEREIGN STATE.” 
“To this Lee responded briefly and directly. 
He stood a moment with a detr**~uncil ex ­ 
pression ui>on his face, as if hi: 
1 ind was 
fully made up, but he was not or tain how­ 
to ex press himself. 
My friend and I from 
what we had heard, ex pected that he would 
decline and h 11 the committee to go home and 
abandon 
the 
secession 
programme. 
He 
started out all right in his reply: 
‘Gentle­ 
men,’ he said, ‘I am opposed to war, although 
bred to the profession of arms. 
I am osjk*- 
cially opposed to civil war, to strife between 
brother and brother. 
I regret that one sec­ 
tion of this country is arrayed against the 
other.’ 
“Up to that,” continued Mr. Pomeroy, “I 
thought he was going to decline, but his nex t 
words scared me: 
‘1 hear the voice of Vir­ 
ginia,’ he said, ‘of the mother that bore me, 
w hose soil is as sacred as the ashes of my 
father buried there.’
